Accepted By Iran 


TEHERAN, Sept. 9—(AP)—lIran today accepted Anglo- 
Russian peace terms, agreeing to expel German, Italian, Hun- 
garian and Rumanian legations here and to deliver Axis na- 


tionals to British and Soviet authorities. 
The terms provide also for 8 + 


British zone of occupation com- 
prising the southwestern corner 
of Iran, an area about 400 miles 
long and 100 miles wide in which 
the country's rich oil fields lie, 
and a Russian zone about 500 
miles Jong, varying in width from 
50 to 150 miles deep, lying across 
the northern portion of Iran just 
north of Teheran, the capital. 

Iran still is trying ‘to persuade 
Britain and Russia to reduce these 
zones of occupation, but, a governe 
ment spokesman told parliament, 
Iran had no choice except to submit, 
Parliament approved the agreement 

Under the peace terms Iran must 
supply all possible rail facilities for 
transport of war supplies to Russia. 
The agreement divides the country 
into three sections, Iran herself re- 
maining in control of territory be- 
tween the zones of the two allies, 
but the transport agreement makes 
certain the supply route to Russia 
will remain open. 


Acoustic Mine 
Now Being Used 
Says Churchill 


LONDON, Sept. 9.— (CP) — 
Prime Minister Churchill told 
the House of Commons today 
the Germans are using “acous- 
tic” mines planted nightly by 
plane around Britain.

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HITLER-MUSSOLINI STRATEGY 


America’s Role In The War Discussed By Both Sides 


Until U.S. Is On War 
Footing Axis Feel They 
Can Retain Initiative

Mussolini that they were in for a 
long war and that America was to 
be their principal foe. He outlined a 
joint plan. The Axis had to clear 
the Mediterranean, take the Balkans 
and the Middle East with Suez.

THREATS OF FRENCH FLEET 


Just as the combination of sub-

Harvest Delayed 
In Saskatchewan

RBGINA, Sept. 9—(CP)—Cut- 
ting of wheat is completed pr near- 
ing completion in eastern, central 
and northern Saskatchewan and 75 
per cent to a little more than 80 
per cent has been completed in the 
Regina - Weyburn and southern 
western districts. Taking the prov- 
ince as a whole about 85 per cent 
of the wheat and 75 to 80 per cent 
of the coarse grain cutting has 
been completed.

If, as experience seems to show, 4 
touch of frost is the only alternative to 
a continuance of wet weather at this 
time of year, the mercurial dip of Sun- 
day night was not altogether a misfor- 
tune for the western farmer.

In some places it is spoken quite openly. 
In other quarters it is only hinted, In a 
steadily-dwindling number of official de- 
partments it is half-heartedly denied. 

But in spite of what the experts and 
authorities choose to say or not to say, it is 
becoming common knowledge that the 
war, so far as Britain is concerned, is 
drifting into a condition 
of stalemate that, quite 
conceivably, may keep 
the whole world in a state 
of uneasy turmoil for an- 
other twenty-five years 
or more,, 

It has been demon- 
strated that Hitler cannot 
take Britain. He failed to 
take Britain when Britain 
was weakest and when 
the Germans were 
strongest. Inferentially, 
he cannot, then, take the Merolé L. Welr 
island at any time. Britain defends herself 
by a miracle of personal and individual 
valor which is a greater thing than cour- 
age and a more precious thing than 


wisdom. 
Other Countries 


Presumably, other countries which pos- 
sess this peculiar spiritual faculty will 
also be immune to Hitler's assaults. 

Frankly, there is no immunity here for 
Canada and the United States because if 
Canada and the United States possessed 
valor — which, remember, is greater than 
courage or wisdom — Canada would have 
a million men in the field and the United 
States would have been an active partici- 
pant in the war for the past eight months. 

There is no reproach intended in the 
latter statement because one either has 
valor or one has not. One can either exalt 
oneself into the higher plane of super- 
human endurance and effort or one can 
not. 

But this situation, unpleasant or other- 
wise, needs facing because unless we face 
it we cannot fully understand the impli- 
cations of the fact that Great Britain's war 


insufficient to match the requirements of

Wot Enough Help 


The fact is that help from the United 

States has not been forthcoming in suffi- 
' ciently great measure to offset Britain's 
own Natural deficiencies. 

It is beginning to be apparent that this 
American production cannot begin to rise 
to the necessary level until the United 
States is inspired by actual participation 
in the war. 

Even with the American production of 
armaments at its highest peak, that pro- 
duction cannot counterbalance the weight 
of the Axis war machine without adequate 
fighting manpower to operate the products 
of American factories. Only the United 
States is in a position to supply that ade- 
quate and essential fighting manpower. 

If it were not for natural British cau- 
tion in regard to American public opinion, 
the American people would be now asked 
openly to go to war. 

It is the opinion of this column that 
caution and reticence should be cast aside 
and that all the facts should be presented 
forcefully and truthfully to the American 
people without delay. 


Declare War 


Unless the United States does declare 
war before the Russian campaign is con- 
cluded, either by conquest or treaty, the 
world conflict will not only drag out over 
a tremendous number of dreary years, but 
may result in direct assaults on those 
countries like Canada and the United 
States which, unhappily, do not possess 
that rare quality of valor which, in the 
British, enables a nation to resist aggres- 
sion by the force of the spirit alone, 

There is no doubt that the conclusion 
of the Russian venture will leave Hitler at 


liberty to develop bases along West Africa 
for the specific purpose of launching an 
attack on the United States. 

That his intention turns in this direc- 
tion is shown in recent activity in Abidjan 
on the Ivory Coast, where the landlocked 
harbor, forty miles inland from the sea, 
is known to contain equipment for refur- 
bishing Nazi sea-raiders. 

Democracy’s inability to attempt a land 
invasion of continental Europe, as Russia, 
for instance, had fully expected, is going to 
tremendously and adversely affect Russia’s 
willingness to prolong her resistance. 

Dissatisfaction 

Within the next few weeks, the feeling 
of dissatisfaction with the present allied 
war effort is bound to increase. When the 
British and American missions go to Mos- 
cow later this month, they will be faced 
by the need to “put up or shut up”. 

As the leader of a country which has 
engaged a common enemy in the bloodiest 
campaign in all history, Stalin will feel 
free to ask for vast quantities of supplies 
with which to carry on the war. He will 
be able to point out the British and Amer- 
icans that with Russian casualties 
already in the neighborhood of 3,000,000 
men and German casualties close to 
1,750,000 men, this war has already cost 
more human material than the first two 
years of the First World War. Such a war, 
he will be able to point out, consumes 
more material in a few weeks than the 
British and Americans have at their total 
disposal] at the present moment. . 

Unless the British and the Americans 
are able to promise Stalin something very 
substantial, the whole world will know 
about it and there will be an extremely 
upleasant reaction throughout the whole 
non-German world, 

It all adds up to this: 

Without an early American entrance 
into the war, Democracy cannot drum up 
enough fighting manpower to beat the 
Axis nor can the United States herself 
arrive at the proper pitch of emotional 
intensity to produce the maximum quan- 
tity of war materials. 2

In a previsus article I referred to the 
confusion of thinking that arises from the 
use of inaccurate, falsely descriptive 
phrases such as “European war” and 
“western hemisphere.” Yn the same way 
we are misled by the words “isolationist” 
and “interventionist.” The word “isola- 
tionist” has come, in the popular mind, to 
mean the no-war party; 
the word “intervention- 
ist” suggests an action to 
be taken far from home, 
for moral or ideological 
considerations divorced 


or security. 
Actually, there are 
> two viewpoints in 
. America regarding the 
Psion means by which we 
ompeon should defend ourselves, 


and regarding our position in the world. 
If these two viewpoints were made really 
clear, and were not obfuscated by cliches, 
the American people as a whole would 
be better able to make a choice. Let us 
try to clarify things. 

The so-called interventioists, of which 
I am one, believe that the United States 
belongs, as a nation, to a world that is 
already a closed system. There are no 
more undiscovered and unclaimed terri- 
tories. Since the building of the Panama 
Cana] and successful navigation, not only 
through the canals but around the capes, 
there are not two oceans, but one. 

The division of labor, resulting from 
the industrial revolution, and the distri- 
bution of capital, science and technology 
all over the globe; the increase in the 
means and speed of communication; the 
immense rise in the standard of living of 
the highly developed peoples, making 


them dependent even upon foods from

are bound by a thousand chains to every 
part of the planet, and directly subjected

Realistic Policy 

We, who are called interventionists, 
drawing our conclusions from obvious 
facts, have therefore long demanded a 
clear and realistic foreign policy con- 
tinually imposing the discipline of its logic 
upon such matters as trade, loans, capital 
investments, cultural exchanges and armed 
aggressions; a continual and unremitting 
intervention, during peace, in all the affairs 
where we are concerned, which are, 
demonstrably, in all parts of the planet. 

We have been champions of peace by 
realism—peace by the constant exercise 
of power. Since we are not imperialists, 
believing that the modern world of estab- 
lished nationalities demands co-operative 
organization and not conquest, we have 
demanded the creation of some form of 
collective security with our participation, 
opposition to all attempts on the part of 
one power or group of powers to monopo- 
lize markets or raw materials; collabora- 
tion with all other peoples for the more 


| reasonable organization and distribution 


of surplus commodities on an international 
rather than a national balance sheet; and 
collaboration with others progressively to 
raise the standard of living in al] nations 
to something approximating our own. 


Common Slogan 

Political isolationism has not only been 
an American slogan; it has been the slogan 
of scores of nations. It has been in con- 
flicty however, with economic reality. The 
conflict has resulted in international an- 
archy, which has resulted in war. And, 
again, any major war for the purpose of 
effecting basic changes involves us 
directly and inevitably. 

We, who are called interventionists, 
predicted this war. We did not create it. 
We warned that it was coming unless we 
and others mended our ways, and we 
desperately attempted to arouse our 
leaders in Congress and the public to col- 
laborate in meang to avert it. The “isola- 


\ 


tionists,” on the other hand, insisted that 
we were calamity howlers, and for twenty 
year have committed us to a lack of policy 
which helped make the war inevitable. 

The war now being here, we, the 
“interventionists,” are in favor of exer- 
cising long delayed foresight and fighting 
for our rights, our security, our interests, 
and the kind of world we want to live in, 
by the use of seapower, and the aid of 
other peoples’ armies, on other peoples’ 
soil, and outside either our own territory 
or any contiguous territory. We look 
upon the navy as our permanent and basic 
defense arm, with the army as merely its 
aid from time to time. 


Maintain Relations 


We wish to maintain such relations 
with all. neighbors contiguous to us on 
land that it is never necessary for the 
United States to.support permanently a 
huge standing army. We see no advantage 
to the United States in further expanding 
its contiguous territory, and we see pro- 
found threats to our liberties and our 
prosperity in a situation that requires that 
we become a great land-power with 
permanent standing forces. 

Naval defense means freedom from 
militarism. It is the only form of defense 
compatible in the long run with the sort 
of personal liberty we have historically 
enjoyed, along with the other English- 
speaking peoples. 

Naval defense means interventionism. 
That is its logic. 

The logic of what calls itself “isolation- 
ism” Jeads to annexationism, huge perma- 
nent armies, aggressive imperialism, and 
also war—but war for different purposes 
and in a different area. 

In the next column I shall try to show 
that this is true—and that Mr, Lindbergh 
and Senator Clark, at least, know it. 
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now that mere incidents will not pitchfork 
the American people into war. The Greer 
affair did not strike fire in the American 
people. It has fallen into the hands of the 
professional diplomatists. 

Moreover, since this submarine attack 
was obviously designed to test American 
public opinion and since American pub- 
lic opinion failed to react to it, Hitler will 
likely put no limit on his future atrocities, 

It has been the impression that Nazi 
submarines have been keeping clear of 
the North Atlantic sea-lanes for fear they 
might mistakenly hit a United States war- 
ship. Now that they have hit an American 
warship and got away with it, the all-out 
sea-war will doubtless be resumed with 
few if any inhibitions, 

Not only the Nazis, but France, Hole 
land, Belgium and other occupied coun. 
tries will be forced, jubilantly or discon. 
solately, to swallow the hope or the fear 
that the United States will fight. 


Just Boredom 


In urging the necessity for immediate 
American action, there is no thought of 
attaching blame to the Americans or their 
administration, 

No beleagured empire could have a 
better friend than Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and his capable cabinet. The great 
majority of the American people is gen- 
erous and sympathetic, 

But the Americans have one outstand- 
ing faculty which, in this situation, has 
been strained to the limit. That faculty is 
the capacity for boredom. 

It is a national characteristic that what 
is to be done must be done quickly or else 
the public becomes weary of it. Thus, six 
months or more ago, the American people 
would probably have followed Mr. Roose- 
velt enthusiastically into war. Today, he 
knows he must walk warily lest he out- 
rage the, feelings of millions of people 
who, while they are still friendly and 
anxious to be helpful, are sick to death of 
the whole wretched business. 

The truth is that the Americans wil] 
not want to fight until they suddenly find 
themselves fighting. Once they are 
actually engaged in war, they will provide 
the best soldiers on earth with the same 
high valor as distinguishes al] Britain.

000 pounds. 

: But lack of sweets, more employment, 
night watches in the last long winter, and 
the nervous need for tobacco after air 
raids have added another 35,000,000 
pounds to 40,000,000 pounds to that figure 
in the last 12 months, 

The Tobacco Controller has just come 
back from the United States, where he has 
arranged for tobacco to come within the 
terms of the Lease and Lend Act. There is 
enough there for all our requirements, 
he said, waiting only for ships to bring it. 
Tobacco can be tucked into odd corners of 
any kind of ship without damage. 


Nettles 


BRITISH INDUSTRIES BULLETIN 


From England’s shady woodlands and 
sun-drenched fields, Boy Scouts, Girl 
Guides and voluntary groups of women 
are gathering an unusual wartime harvest. 
They are picking stinging nettles, dande- 
lion roots, meadow saffron and other 
herbs containing useful medicinal drugs. 

Nettles are wanted for fibre extraction 
and green pigment (chlorophyll); dande- 
lion roots contain digitalis; meadow 
saffron, colchicum, 

Before the war most of such drugs 
were imported. Today, skilled gatherers 
can earn considerable sums by clearing 
the countryside of what to the farmer and 
the gardener are just weeds. For example, 
dried nettles fetch £30 to £50 per ton; 
dandelion roots as much as £5 per cwt.

Proud of Their Work; Feel 
High Confidence

NORFOLK, Va., Aug. 15—Navy morale 
is higher than the crow’s nest on the big- 
gest battle wagon. 

Here is one branch of the service 
where the beef is part of the menu, and 
not part of the conversation of the men. 

Authority for this statement is what 
I saw and heard on a visit to the Norfolk 
naval operating base, 
largest and oldest of its 
kind in the country. 

I can’t speak for the 
other naval bases. They 
may have been fuming 
and fretting in San Diego, 
Newport and all the 
other places, but it's 
sweetness and light and 
fight down here. 

I visited with brass 
hats and brass shiners, 
and every one of them 
was as enthusiastic over 
the navy ‘as so many of the soldiers I have 
talked to aren’t over the army, 

I talked to officers on the bridge. I 
talked to bomber and fighter pilots, I 
talked to the men who keep the planes jn 
shape, I talked to sailors just home from 
the sea, as they tumbled ashore off an 
aircraft carrier in from weeks of patrol, 
and I talked to raw recruits, some of 
whom had never seen salt water until they 
reached Norfolk. 

No Complaints 

There wasn't a complaint. They didn’t 
kick about the food, they didn’t kick about 
the pay, they thought they had more than 
enough liberty, and every one of them let 
me know in one way or another that they 
belonged to the damn best navy in the 
world, j 

Seaman First Class Cobb from 
Charleston, West Virginia, couldn't keep 
a grin off his face or a note of pride out 
of his voice as he volunteered to tell what 
good gunners the navy had. 

“We borrowed a little ol’ target from 
the British off Trinidad and towed her 
out for practice,” he said. “We brought 
her back full of holes and the British 
thought we'd been firing from fifty yards. 
When we told them we had been firing at

Founder Of Calmar 
Has 75th Birthday 


C. J. Blomquist celebrated his 75th 
birthday recently, as the man who 
named this town, Calmar, after his 
home town in Sweden, Kalmar. 

Emigrating to New York in 1888, | 
and from there to North Dakota, | 
Mr, Blomquist came to Calmar 
shortly afterwards. 

Away back in 1894, Br. Blom- 
quist left his home in North Dakota 
and came to Canada as a delegate 
appointed to find a likely place for 
a Scandinavian settlement. After 
visiting different parts of Alberta, 
Mr. Blomquist convinced himself 
that the district now surrounding 
Calmar was the most fertile he had 
ever seen. He returned to North Da- 
kota and helped his neighbors come 
to this part of the province. 

In the fai) of 1895, the pioneers ar- 
rived at Leduc and travelled slowly 
west through bush country 

In 1898, Blomquist helped to build 
the frist Calmar school, a little log 
affair, perched on a creek bank, In 
1899 the post office was stationed at 
Mr, Blomquist’s place. He named it 
“Calmar.” 

But the town of Calmar was not 
yet. The first building did not ap- 
pear until 1909, when the farmers of 
the district organized a farmers’ co- 
operative store, with Mr. Blomquist 
as gecretary-treasurer. Later, J. P.

ed States government from reaching 
our shores. 

“Should he do so the afea of 
danger zones will again become 
oceanwide. Meanwhile let us hear 
no vain talk of the battle of the 
Atlantic having been won.” 


Mr. Churchill asserted that he 
and President Roosevelt reached 
“highly importam decisions” in 
their historic Atlantic conference 
regarding help for Russia and 
“the policy to be pursued” to 
check Japan and prevent spread 
of war to the Pacific. 

He said that Britain must be pre- 
pared for “definite reductions” in 
military supplies from the United 
States so that they now can go to 
Russia; he praised Russian resist- 
ance as “magnificent” and said Ger- 
many now is “certain of naving to 
maintain armies through the Rus- 
sian winter from the Arctic to the 
Black sea.” 


The prime minister announced 
“powerful” British reinforcements 
have reached Egypt and said he was 
confident “we shall be abie to de- 
fend Egyp* successfully from a Ger- 
man invasion across the western 
desert.” . 

Britain's fortunes in merchant 
shipping warfare and the battle 
of the sea in general have chang- 
ed, Mr. Churchill told the house, 
so that in July and August the 
ships were only slightly more than 
one-third of the total Axis tonnage 
sunk by British and Allied planes 
and submarines. 

Mr. Churchill closed with a char- 
acteristic peroration: 

“It is no time for boasting, but) 
| there is this: A year ago our position | ij 
|looked forlorn and very nigh des- 
| perate. Today we say aloud, we are 
still master of our fate and captain 
of our soul.” 

Wearing horn-rimmed spectacles, 
the prime minister read from notes 
as he surveyed the war front from 
Iran to Newfoundland.

Hitler may change his course, 
he said, because he has “the great- 
est possible need to prevent pre- 
cious munition supplies now 
streaming across the Atlantic” | 
from reaching Britain.

Houehol And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 
The married couple denied chil- 
dren of its own is blessed indeed 
when it can find some parentless 
child to adopt and love. There al- 
ways are such children to be had, 
products of divorced parents, or 
orphaned children, or “illegitimate” 
babies, But the number of parents 
who want babies to adopt is far 
greater than the supply of available 
children 
It always is hard to admit this to 
parents who are so eager for a baby 
that they are sure all that is neces- 
sary is to say, “I want one,” and 
their wish will be granted. 

In making application for chil- 
dren for adoption, it is wise to go 
to those organisations which are 
supervised and licensed by the 
government. There is an illegal 
traffic in children born into the 
world under unfortunate condi- 
tions in which the uthappy 
mother is glad at the moment to 
have the child taken away from 
her and given to someone—any- 
one—who wants to take it. 

But, it is such casual adoptions 
which later may lead to heartache 
for the foster parents. For if the 
real motiver, on sober second 
thought, decides she wants her baby, 
you may be sure the foster parent's 


chances of keeping it will be neg- | 


ligible, 

Adoption can be made to stick 
when both parents of the child sign 
away their rights to him, and when 
the adoption is made legal by the 
courts, And in addition, it is e«- 
sential to one’s own peace of mind 


that both parents and grandparents | 


be investigated to be sure that the 
baby has a good physical and mental 
heritage. 

This work can best be done by 
the agents of government licensed 
institutions, Not to mention that 
the foster parents themselves should 
be invesigated to insure that they 
will make good parents for 
helpless baby. 

As an added protection for the 
child, there will be a probation- 
ary period to make sure that child 
and parent are temperamentally 
suited to each other. 

This is especially necessary when 
the child to be adopted is beyond 
the age of infancy and has develop- 
ed a personality of its own, which 
may, who knows, be in direct con- 
flict with the personalities of the 
parent 

It takes patience to find the right 
baby to bring into one’s home, but 
these cautious steps will not be re- 
sented by the parent who knows 
that no such serious transaction can 


be made both Impetuously and 
safely.
